Farmer saves 
$500 through 
soil testing 


‘ We need to test a million acres 
of soil a year if we are to make 
j headway in our state soil improve* 
| ment program,” states C. M. Lins- 
ley. 
The county farm advisers have 
offered a soil-testing service 
for 
years, and during the 
past 
20 
years have tested several million 
acres of Illinois farm land for lime 
and phosphorus, he reported. How­ 
ever, with the many 
emergency 
programs that have developed in 
recent years, the 
farm 
advisers 
realized they could not get the 
needed testing done without addi­ 
tional help. A number of counties 
have now set up laboratories in 
their local county offices with well- 
trained help to do the testing. 
“These soil tests give a fertility 
invoice of the soil and serve as a 
guide to an intelligent soil im­ 
provement program,” Linsley ex­ 
plained. 
He pointed to the exper­ 
ience of a Champaign county far­ 
mer which reflects the value 
of 
soil testing. 
The farmer by testing his IOO 
acres to find out where and how 
much limestone was 
needed, 
in­ 
stead of applying two tons an acre 
as his neighbors advised, 
saved 
about $500. 
Instead of needing 
320 tons, the acidity test showed 
that the soil actually needed only 
about 125 tons. This was a saving 
of 195 tons, which, including the 
trucking 
and 
spreading, 
would 
ha\’e cost about $500. 
On the same farm the test for 
phosphorus showed the phosphate 
was needed on a large acreage for 
high yields of clover 
and 
other 
crops. The $500 saved in limestone 
is to be used to buy rock phos­ 
phate and will purchase sufficient 
tonnage to cover about 65 acres at 
the rate of 1,000 pounds to 
the 
acre. 
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Gives pointers to hold 
milk flow in summer 


Dairymen will need to use every 
desirable practice in feeding and 
management to overcome the 
ef­ 
fects of summer heat, flies 
and 
short pastures in lowering milk 
production, asserts M. H. Alex­ 
ander, associate in dairy husban­ 
dry, University of Illinois College 
of Agriculture. 
“In the matter of feeding it is 
understanding the 
feed require­ 
ments and the probable 
summer 
feed deficiencies, while 
manage­ 
ment is concerned with supplying 
the feed needs in the right amount 
and at the right time,” the dairy 
specialist said. 


Four suggestions were 
offered 
which if put into practice Xviii help 
overcome a decrease in milk flow 
during hot, weather: (I) provid­ 
ing shade in the pasture, (2) avoid­ 
ing drivjng the cows long distances 
to and from pastures, (3) provid­ 
ing plenty of cool, clean drinking I season when it is short 


) 
water to which the cows have ac­ 
cess 24 hours a day and (4) pro­ 
viding 
a 
well-ventilated, 
clean 
barn in which to milk. 
He also stressed the regularity 
of milking even though there is a 
temptation to continue field work 
and do the milking whenever con­ 
venient. 
The same milker should 
be used on the same cow each day, 
with the milking 
completed 
in 
three or four minutes per cow. 
Alexander included several other 
points in his review of important 
practices to follow in 
order 
to 
keep up milk production 
during 
this summer. 
He suggested feed­ 
ing a grain ration on the same ba­ 
sis as at other seasons, that is, 
about one pound of grain to every 
four pounds of milk produced. An 
adequate pasture 
was 
especially 
stressed, as a pasture crop should 
be planned that will 
supplement 
the bluegrass pasture during the

Destroy leaves 
ol strawberry 
after beariag 


Leaves of the strawberry plants 
should be cut off and burned as 
soon as they have finished bearing 
for this season, says A. S. Colby, 
chief in small fruit culture, Uni­ 
versity of Illinois College of Ag­ 
riculture, in suggesting points to 
follow in preparing for next year’s 
strawberry crop. 
He emphasized that the leaves 
be burned, as they 
often 
carry 
many injurious insects and diseas­ 
es, principally the strawberry leat 
roller and the strawberry leaf spot. 
Old plants which are crowding 
in the row should be removed, leav­ 
ing the best young plants about 
one foot apart to allow more space 
for the young plants to develop and 
new runner plants to grow 
and 
take root. Within a few weeks af­ 
ter they become well rooted, these 
new plants will begin to make buds 
for next year’s crop if they are not 
crowded. 
Crowding results when 
all runners are 
allowed 
to 
set. 
Spread them several inches apart, 
and cut out those that continue to 
start after new runners have set 
from 4 to 8 inches apart. Work up 
the soil around the mother plants. 
Some type of plant food should 
be supplied. 
Well-rotted manure 
or a good commercial fertilizer is 
recommended. 
Work it 
in 
well 
around each plant. 
Brush off any 
that falls on he plant crowns. Pro­ 
fessor Colby suggests using up to 
500 pounds of fertilizer per acre, 
which would be about two pounds 
per IOO square feet. If the ground | 
is dry and rainfall is deficient, wa­ 
ter the patch. 
A Bordeaux spray and lead ar- I 
senate was suggested as a means I 
of keeping the plants free of many j 
diseases.

Samuel Clemens first used Mark 
Twain as a pen name under a con­ 
tribution to the Virginia City (Nev.)

“Mark Twain” was the 
leads-man’s call on the Mississippi 
river boats that the depth of water 
was two fathoms—12 feet. While in 
New Orleans Clemens wrote a bur­ 
lesque on Sellers’ work, which was 
published in a rival newspaper.

T-Sgt. A rthur Hedberg is back 
home at 203 East Circle, Prospect 
Heights, looking none the worse 
from his five years experience iii 
Uncle Sam’s army. 
With a point 
credit of 132 he was 
discharged 
from the army at Fort Sheridan, 
Tuesday, June 26. 
Since then he 
has been busily engaged telling his 
friends and 
acquaintances about 
many hair-raising experiences of 
his three years service in Africa 
and Europe. 
He saw action in the initial Afri­ 
can invasion . . . the battle for Tu­ 
nisia . . . the Sicilian campaign 
. . . the Italian invasion including 
the battle for Cassino . . . the Anzio 
beachhead . . . the invasion of Sou­ 
thern France . . . the Vouges, and 
the push against the Siegfrid Line. 
His division then spearheaded the 
7th Army across the Rhine and into 
Germany, reaching Berehtesgaden 
during the final days of the war. 
Sgt. Hedberg’s experiences dur­ 
ing the Sicilian campaign, in which 
he won the Silver Star for valor, 
and during the Southern France in­ 
vasion were fully covered in recent 
issues of the Alt. Prospect Herald. 
He’s quote a narrator, has oodles 
of souvenirs to intrigue his listen­ 
ers, and a 
pleasing 
personality 
that just doesn’t seem to belong to 
the hardfisted hero to which his 
decorations 
attest. 
His 
German 
bayonet, storm -trooper’s knife, P* 
38 and Mauser, officer’s cap, num­ 
erous swastika armbands of troop­ 
ers, people’s arm y and tne Wehr- 
macht, medals, insignias, cameras, 
and a hundred or so other trinkets, 
which he picked up in Italy, France 
and Germany are of great interest. 
He also has a captured Nazi flag,

cident which gained the high honor 
for Hedberg is outlined in the cita­ 
tion as follows: “On 17 December, 
1944, near Aubure, France, while

ed for the invasion of Africa. 
“On October 21, 1942, we were 
embarked for the invasion of Afri­ 
ca. 
The crossing was highlighted 
by tile fact that the transport I 
was on discovered a broken pro­ 
peller shaft necessitating our drop­ 
ping out of the convoy while re­ 
pairs were made. 
With the sub 
menace what it was at th at time 
we weren’t too happy about it. 


“The first night 
ashore eleven 
other men and I volunteered to go 
beaches and pick up 
There was a rumor 
that the Sen aga Ie se troops had in­ 
filtrated the lines and were bay­ 
onetting our men. 
Needless to say 
we 12 were mighty trigger happy. 
The noises heard were 
our own 
buli-dozers coining up the beach. 


“The first day we shot up so m e 
railroad-tracks and 
captured 
a 
number of French troops on pass. 
The second night subs sneaked in 
and sank three American ships. .All 
night the entire area was lighted 
by the explosion of the ammuni­ 
tion aboard. One of the ships sunk 
was the one I had crossed on. Af­ 
ter three days the fighting in this 
sector ended. 
We then hiked for 
three days to Rabat, the capitol of 
French Morocco, where we g arri­ 
soned for a few months and train­ 
ed for the day when we would en­ 
ter the battle for Tunisia and the 
chase of Rommel’s 
forces, which 
ended shortly after we entered the 
lines.

“After the battle for Africa was 
completed we spent a month train ­ 
ing 
and 
practicing 
amphibious 
landings near Bize rte. 
This was 
the first 
time 
new 
amphibious 
equipment, ie., the LFT and the 
‘Duck’ were used. 
We also had to 
go through an obstacle course go­ 
ing down hill while live amm uni­ 
tion from machine guns was b u rst­ 
ing over our heads. Then we had to 
wade across a mined river with our 
guns overhead and land on a rained 
beach. This training proved inval­ 
uable in the actual invasion of Si­ 
cily which was the first reai inva­ 
sion in which the TST and D ick 
took part of the world. 
• The invasion of Sicily was pre­ 
viously published in the Herald 
from letters I wrote home.” 
It was in Sicily that Sgt. Hed­ 
berg was awarded the Silver Star. 
The citation reads, “T-Sgt. A rthur 
Hedberg, for devotion co duty after 
German 
artillery 
destroyed 
the 
j command post of their Field Artil- 
I lery battalion. 
When the enemy 
laid his barrage on the command 
post, one man was killed outright 
and several more were severely in­ 
jured. 
The commanding officer’s 
telephone lines to the three bat­ 
teries of heavy artillery guns were 
destroyed in the barrage. 
“Sgt. Hedberg moved his radio 
out of a well sheltered position into 
the open where che enemy shells 
were/landing so that he could gain 
better facilities for 
sending the 
commanding officer’s orders. 
The 
enemy 
barrage 
lasted 
for 
two 
hours, during which time Sgt. Hed- 
i berg stayed at his post with utter 
disregard for his personal safety. 
Through his action and direction 
the American guns wrere able to 
counter the enemy’s fire before the 
telephone lines could be repaired. 
The incident occurred in the Sicil­ 
ian campaign.”

A rt goes on. 
“ Our outfit didn’t make the ini­ 
tial assault but were sent in as 
reinforcement when the going got 
rough. 
As General 
Clark 
said, 
when he saw the 3rd division un­ 
loading, ‘boy, I’m glad you guys 
got here.’ 
The Allies then made 
steady progress except 
for 
two 
days at the Volturne river when 
we stopped to reorganize. 
Once 
we crossed the 
Volturne 
we ad­ 
vanced steadily until we hit Cas­ 
sino where, after a tough battle to

establish good positions for our re- | 
lieving unit, we were pulled out of 
line for a well earned rest. 
“ We had just completed 59 con­ 
secutive days of fighting without 
once losing contact with the enemy. 
Then we were again given exten­ 
sive amphibious training which we 
soon learned was for the end-run 
invasion of 
Anzio. 
During this 
training’ we experienced a very de­ 
pressing incident. 
On one practice 
night invasion when our LSTs cut 
their engines to release the Ducks 
assumedly three miles from shore 
we discovered we had drifted and 
were actually IO miles from the 
beach in a very rough sea. 


‘A large percentage of the Ducks 
under their heavy loads went down 
to ‘Davey Jones' locker. 
Many of 
the boys were adrift until day­ 
light. 
Because of the danger of 
enemy subs the naval rescue ships 
couldn't risk using searchlights to 
aid in picking them up. 
F ortu­ 
nately my Duck didn’t dive but 
when ordered to lighten the load 
we made the terrible mistake of 
throwing the food overboard and 
saving the ammunition. 


Invasion

“The real 
invasion was 
much 
more 
successful and 
we 
landed 
with both ammunition and food. 
However, 
if reinforcements 
had 
been available immediately a quick­ 
er victory could have been won. By 
the time reinforcements arrived (a 
week later) the German forces had 
built their defenses to the point 
that we stayed 
there for 
thiee 
months. More enemy aircraft were 
observed the first day on the An­ 
za) beachhead than 
ever before. 
They came over us at half-hour in­ 
tervals. 
That day our ack-ack ac­ 
counted for at least 20 planes. 


“ During our stay there one In­ 
fantry Command took over an old 
farm house ana fortified it so well 
with sand bags inside ana vut, it 
caved in on them and almost suffo­ 
cated the whole hunch from their 
own precautions. 
One lone plane 
we 
called 
‘Jerry, 
the 
Coalman’ 
came over and dumped 
every night. 
When we 
of C-rations we would 
Italian cow into camp. 
“ When we finally broke through 
and captured Rome, our initial ob­ 
jective, we were told that we would 
garrison the Eternal City for 30 
days, but that was too good to 
true. 
A fter two weeks we were 
sent to the Naples area to again 
practice amphibious landings, this 
time for Southern France.

tains on to 
Straussbourg. 
This 
completed six months of cont inuous 
fighting, 
which, 
incidentally, 
is 
quite a record. 
“Then we patrolled the Rhine 
River for about two weeks. 
In a 
town near Straussbourg there was 
a large Nazi controlled locomotive 
engine factory which was in per­ 
fect condition. A fter a little sleuth­ 
ing' we learned it was Amel lean 
and British owned and that it pro­ 
duced three engines a month. 
In­ 
stead of bombing the factory which 
employed Russian slave labor we 
learned that the date the engines 
left the factory was known and 
they were bombed 
and 
straffed 
shortly after they left the assembly 
line. 
This was the first sample 
we. had of the Russian language 
and affect of Nazi rule. 
“People weren’t allowed on the 
streets after dark because there 
were 
still 
some 
Nazi 
snipers 
around. The Nazi also set up loud 
speakers across the 
Rhine 
and 
warned the Alsacian people th at 
they would return. 
This made the 
general public cautious of the Al­ 
lied forces and they were afraid 
of 
reprisals 
should 
the K rauts 
make good their boasts. 
After we 
were there two weeks we received 
a sudden order to shift south to 


assist the forces trying to clear 
the Colmar pocket of fanatical SS 
troops. 


“There we were put under the 
command of the French 1st Army. 
For our valuable assistance the di­ 
vision was awarded the 
French 
Croix de Guerre with Palm. A fter 
a two week rest we started the 
push against the Siegfried line. We 
cracked the line* in two days and 
made a dash for the Rhine ri\er 
and formed a spearhead for the 
7th Army for the crossing. 
In Germany 


“It was mostly 
clear 
sailing 
through Germany except for a few 
stops for souvenirs, some of which 
I sent home — the other kind I 
drank on the spot. 
We saw that 
the German people were well fed 
and well clothed through the loot­ 
ing of other countries. 
Once the 
German people knew we were there 
to stay they were willing to talk 
and condemned Hitler. But if there 
was any doubt of our holding a 
town, they were arrogant, sullen 
and hostile. 


“There are many good changes 
brought about by Hitler, such as 
the highways most of which look 
like side streets, but the evidences 
of his militaristic intent far over­ 
shadow the small amount of good 
he did for Germany. 
It is a beau­ 
tiful and modern country. 
It is 
hard to believe that people who live 
so well and similar to ourselves, 
could be capable of bringing about 
so much suffering and destruction 
to others. 


“As we passed through, German 
townspeople lined the streets and 
stared in u tter amazement at our 
fine equipment. They had actually 
believed the propaganda that we 
were soft and entirely lacking in 
modern equipment. 
In one large 
city where a Russian slave labor 
camp was located the Russians be­ 
gan looting homes 
for food and 
clothing. 
The Germans appealed 
to us to stop them but our German­ 
speaking boys told them the Rus­ 
sians deserved anything they could 
get after the treatm ent they had 
received. 
They asked him, if be­ 
ing a German boy he didn’t have 
any feeling for the Fatherland. I 
can’t quote him here, but what he 
meant was that America was bb 
home. 


Nurnburg gone 


/ ‘As we rode through Nurnburg 
we could see the affects of the 
pasting our planes had given the 
city, 
there were very few build­ 
ings left standing. 
We were told 
that in the surrender 
terms 
of 
N urnburg the commanding officer 
requested that we show the people 
that it was honorable to surrender 
the city which was the seat of 
Nazism, because of the superiority 
of our men and equipment. 


“ We paraded through the stad­ 
ium and many of our men were 
decorated for heroism where Hitler 
reviewed his crack troops. 
Dra­ 
matically the Stars 
and 
Stripes 
were hung over the huge Swastika 
that had for so long been the sym ­ 
bol of might to the German people. 
We went south from there to join 
the chase to Munich, the city made 
famous by the Beer Hail Putsch. 
I looked for the notorious beer hall 
till I worked up such a thirst that 
I was forced to be satisfied with 
a bottle of warm beer from a local 
brewery. 
The 
people 
generally 
were friendly and were resigned to 
losing the war. 


“ From Munich it was a race be­ 
tween the French and ourselves to 
see ho would get to the Berchtes- 
gaden first. 
Naturally 
we won. 
Enroute we were told that there 
would be 50 Nazi planes escorted 
by American Mustangs from a cap­ 
tured airfield and not to fire at 
them. 
We though they m ight be 
carrying Hitler and his hig-wigs 
to the rear to surrender but th at 
soon proved to be wishful thinking. 


“N ear Berchtegaden we captur­ 
ed Kesselring, the 
Nazi general, 
who commanded 
the 
troops 
we 
were directly opposing. 
We had 
also had contact with him in Sou­ 
thern Italy and off Anzio. 
When 
interviewed he said the ‘Blue Dev­ 
ils’ (3rd Division) were the tough­ 
est troops he had ever met. 
He 
said that we weren’t human be­ 
cause we didn’t take time out to 
eat or sleep. A few days later the 
Armistice was officially proclaim­ 
ed. 
“While in Austria we were en­ 
tertained by a German movie star 
who sang our 
division’s 
theme 
song: 


I wouldn’t give a bean to be a 
fancy-pants Marine, 
I’d rather be a dog-face like I am. 
I wouldn’t trade my cid CDs for all 
the N avy’s dungarees, 
For I’m the walking pride of Uncle 
Sam, 
On all the posters that I read 
It says the Arm y builds men, 
So they’re tearin’ me down to build 
me over again. 
I’m just a dog-faced soldier with 
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Glenview

Journey.’ 
There we sat around 
while everyone passed the bucK. 
They said we didn’t have to do any­ 
thing and we did it. 
“ A fter giving us woolen under­ 
wear to take home (which is a good 
way to get some of our stuff hack 
home because they promptly took 
it away from us again 
when we 
reached Ft. Sheridan) we were sent 
to La ll ar ve, France, to wait for a 
ship. 
We embarked 
June 
13th 
(which 
accounts for 
my losing 
streak at cards). 
It took seven 
days to cross the Atlantic. 
The 
food was wonderful, real ice cream 
and all. One of the chief petty of­ 
ficers aboard was Victor Mature 
who is an all 
right 
guy. 
Also 
aboard were about 2,OOO American 
Prisoner- of War. 
“ Everyone was top-side strain­ 
ing eyes for the first sight of land. 
When we saw everything intact at 
the harbor and all the lights on 
thev said that was one place our 
ail force had missed. 
It was the 
first harbor we had 
seen 
that 
wasn’t badly damaged. 
I had my 
camera (part of my loot or liber­ 
ated material as it is politely call­ 
ed) 
ready to take a picture of 
the Statue of Liberty, only to find 
out that we were to dock in Bos­ 
ton. 
“ A train ride landed us at Fort 
Sheridan 
at 
midnight 
Saturday 
June 23rd, 
The next day I saw 
my family for the fir;*, time in al­ 
most three years. 
They had no 
idea I had 
even left 
Germany, 
much less home to stay. 
Prospect 
Heights is a swell place and I’m 
glad to be a civilian again.” 
St. Hedberg will be the guest of 
honor at the Town Meeting to be 
held in Prospect Heights, Wednes­ 
day evening, July 18.

“My job was that of clerk in 
the navy office, a tedious office 
but nevertheless a necessary one. 
Our job was to keep the record
